10 youths. "Ya," she said.

Michigan’s labor chief has a better 
plan, not only cheaper but far more 
effective. 
Taylor would like to see the school 
systems restructurt‘d so that students 
learn at an early age “what people do 
at work,” so they can form ideas about 
\v hat jobs they want. 
He would also like vocational train­ 
ing expanded and integrated into the 
general academic curriculum. 
No one can blame the schools for the 
fact that culturally “ poor” families 
are sending them youngsters who are 
extremely difficult to teach. 
But 
educators can be blamed for spending 
so much to remedy the problem and 
achieving so little. 
Labor Chief Taylor has offered a 
promising change of direction. 
Michigan’s K-12 school district leaders 
can save the state untold money and 
grief by following his lead. 
Prison Is Proper Place 
For The Bomb Throwers 


Officials of the F'BI and other police 
agencies have expressed concern that 
the nation’s bicentennial year may be 
the scene of increased terrorist ac­ 
tivity by revolutionaries and other 
fanatics. The campaign of terror 
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already may be underway. 
FBI chief Clarence Kelley has in­ 
formed 
Congress 
that 
terrorist 
bombings are on the ascendancy. The 
federal 
agency 
counted 
25 
such 
bombings in 1973, 45 in 1974 and 47 in 
only the first six months of 1975. 
“The fanaticism of many of these 
urban 
guerrillas 
and 
revolu­ 
tionaries,” said Kelley, "makes in­ 
telligence penetration difficult.” 
Perhaps more worrisome to police 
officials is what Kelley called “the 
approbation of terrorist activity by 
otherwise law-abiding citizens, given 
apparently because of the so-called 
idealism of the terrorists.” If Kelley’s 
assessment is correct, a segment of 
the non-criminal population is not 
overly concerned about the existence 
of terrorists in its midst and may 
even be giving at least passive assis­ 
tance to them. 
Terrorism as a means to an end — 
especially when directed at innocent 
persons, as much of it is — cannot be 
accepted by any rational person. It 
might be otherwise in a totalitarian 
land where redress of grievances and 
the basic rights of citizens are 
unrecognized. 
That is not the case here. People 
who engage in acts of depravity in the 
name of a cause — any cause — 
deserve apprehension and punish­ 
ment, nothing more.

WASHINGTON - As a fresh­ 
man at Cal Tech years back, I 
had a professor who regularly 
told his historv’ class that in a 
democracv'. the talkers rule. 
We elect the men who say 
wtiat we want them to say and 
promise what we want to hear. 
Of course, they do not always 
deliver after the votes are 
counted. 
Our cleanup efforts are based 
on faulty reasoning. 
Common Cause, for one, has 
mounted w hat promises to be a 
multimillion dollar campaign — 
figures in terms of money and 
volunteer man hours — to hold 
candidates feet to the fire. 
But this campaign will fail 
because it heads in the wrong 
direction. It’s based on the 
premise that hard questions will 
expose a candidate’s true aims 
and make possible an accurate 
prediction of what he will do 
once in office. 
Much of the emphasis is on 
more press conferences, more 
interviews, more questioning by 
panels — the questioning to be 
done by men and women not 
chosen by the candidate or his 
people. That is, the emphasis is 
on more talking — and more 
promises. 
Now I submit that this is a 
candidate’s dream. Since the 
questioners, 
by 
definition, 
would appear to be impartial or 
antagonistic, a skillful can­ 
didate could, with ease, give the 
impression the truth was being 
smoked out. Most experts in 
public life could handle such si­ 
tuations and come out either 
liK)king well, or like a martyr 
being pilloried by his enemies. 
Politicians are, by trade, expert 
wordsrniths. To a great extent, 
their 
public 
views 
and 
statements are determined by 
what polls and advisers say the 
voters want. 
There’s a better approach. 
By the time a man is old 
enough to run for president, or 
for tlie Senate or House, he’s 
prettv wt‘11 set in his ways. Ver>’ 
few men change stripes. What 
they have done or not done in 
the lesser offict*s they’ve held is 
likely what they’ll do or not do 
when ek'Ctt'd to a higher prnst. 
We n(‘t‘d. therefore, more im- 


partial studies in depth of the 
complete voting records of men 
who have been legislators, not 
selected votes intended to rein­ 
force the bias of this polling or­ 
ganization or that. 
Most importantly, we need 
complete records on how these 
men voted in committee on sig­ 
nificant legislation. 
If he has been in private 
business or a profession, we 
nt'c'd to know how he c*onducted 
him.self. What kind of assistants 
did he hire? How did he follow 
through 
on 
customer 
complaints, if he’s a business­ 
man? How did he conduct his 
cases, if an attorney? What was 
the quality of his work as a 
teacher? How did he handle 
crises? What was his attention 
to duty? What kind of friends 
and associates did he attract. 
What kind of people were his 
enemies? 
If he is, or has been, an in­ 
cumbent senator or representa­ 
tive, a state legislator, governor 
or President, wliat kind of men 
and w^men did he choose for his 
staff? How did they operate ’ 
How honest have they been'.’ 
What were or are their objec­ 
tives? These people are the rt*al 
clue to a candidate’s characti*r 
— not what he sas. 
Then there’s his personal 
financial history — not merely 
current assets, investments and 
liabilities. How has he operat­ 
ed? Openly and above board’’ 
Has 
he managed 
his 
own 
finances well and without hanky 
panky? Does he know the value 
of a dollar? If he’s been a long­ 
time office holder, we need to 
know if he has increascKl his 
w-ealth inordinately — that is, 
more than could oe reasonably 
accounted 
for 
by 
prudent 
management of his reported in­ 
come. 
Has he been active In com­ 
munity efforts? Has he sought 
titles and left the work to 
others? Does he repeatedly 
come up with piptnlream plans 
neither he nor anyone else could 
carrv’ out'’ D<ies he start things, 
drop them and leave others t») 
pick up the pieces'’ These art* 
the things, usually unreported, 
that tell us what kind of a marl 
we’re dealing with. 


A Clean Game 


For Big Business 


WASHINGTON 
- 
Big 
business suddenly has an op- 
piirtunity to get involved in 
fHilitics — openly and honestly, 
for a change — and clean up its 
image at the same time. 
It is a healthy development 
for 
everybody, 
from 
st(wkholders to the nation at 
large (except possibly for big 
laNir). 
Businessmen have certainly 
not lacked influence over the 
political process. But it has 
be«'n diffioilt for them to play 
by the niles in Presidential and 
Congressional 
campaigns, 
bei’ause the rules were stacked 
against them. Sfi, prtxlictably, 
many of them played a dirty 
game. 
Now the F'iKleral Election 
Commission has ruk^l that cor­ 
porations may set up and main­ 
tain 
funds 
for 
channeling 
employtH* contributions to can­ 
didates, much like the funds the 
big lalxir unions have long been 
allowed to opcTate. 
To judge from the clamor at 
the commission for copies of the 
ruling, thousands of companies 
intend to take advantage of it. 
The Chamber of Commerce in­ 
tends to publicize the decision 
and enc^ourage firms to get In­ 
volved in open political ac­ 
tivism. 
Traditionally, 
corporations 
have been forbidden to con­ 
tribute to Federal and most 
state election campaigns. So 
they have Ixiosted the salaries of 
individual officers, with the un­ 
derstanding 
those 
officers 
would pass on the money to 
candidates. They have filed 
phony expense* accounts. They 
have handed out laundered cash 
in white paper envelopes in 
washrfKims and behind bams. 
A Uiophole In the new cam­ 
paign reform law allows union 
members to solicit votes for a 
candidate and get out the vote 
on Election Day, as long as the 
efforts are confined to other 


members, without having the 
value of thiise services counted 
against the candidates’ con­ 
tribution limit. This advantage 
enabled Democrat John Durkin 
to defeat Republican Ixiuis 
Wyman in the New Hampshin' 
Senate contest because his frw 
union manpcAver permitted him 
to concentrate his funds on 
television and radio advertising. 
Big 
labor’s 
muscle 
was 
clearly in evidence in Congress 
this past week. T^e Senate Post 
Office and Civil Service Com­ 
mittee voted out House-passfKl 
legislation to remove the 3h- 
year-old Hatch Act ban on par­ 
tisan politicking by Federal 
workers. President F'ord h a s 
threatened to veto th<‘ bill, and 
opponents charge it would sub­ 
ject civil servants to political 
harassment. 
But the AFL-CIO and its 
public employee unions wanted 
it, so they art' likely to get it. It 
will be g(H)d for the unions. But 
it is doubtful that it will Ix* g«Mid 
for the government or the 
country. 
The right to “common situs” 
picketing, outlawed 
by 
the 
SuprenK' Omrt 26 years ago, is 
undeniably 
an 
inflationary 
measure. 
It 
would 
vastly 
increase delays and building 
costs at 
large construction 
projects. 
Labor has accomplished Its 
selfish ends despite the public 
g(xxi in the op«‘n, using the 
pfilitical process legally. TTiat’s 
wliat big business ought to do as 
well. Hopefully, the new ruling 
will provide a sufficient avenue 
for political expression so that 
industry will no longer be 
tempted to hand out cash under 
the table for secret motives.

Charles Nelson, director-na- 


turalist of Sarett, offers the 
following suggestions for feed- 
ing birds in the winter. 


He emphasized that those who 


SARETT BIRD FEEDER 


start feeding birds during the 
late fall and early winter have 
taken on^hc obligation of meet- 
ing the food requirements of the 
birds using their feeders. Once 
winter is underway, the birds 
must 
be 
fed 
every 
day 


regardless of the weather. If 
feeding halts in mid-winter, it is 
almost certain the birds will die 
before finding another source of 
food. 


Birds not only have varying 


food requirements, both in na- 
ture and at the food table, but 
they also have varying methods 
of foraging and hunting for food, 
Nelson says. Those feeding 
birds should offer a variety of 
presentation as well as a variety 
of food. 


He notes bread should be 


thrown away from the feeder to 
attract sparrows and starlings 
awjy from the feeder. 


Popular feeders and bird food 


includes: 


SUET 


Suet used by itself in various 


sizes and containers including 
those purchased and those 
homemade such as a mesh po- 
tato or grapefruit bag is a 
needfull winter food. Suet can 
be mixed with wild bird seed or 
melt it down and mix it with a 
large variety of scraps such as 
dried bread (preferably dark 


bread), cooked rice, cheese, 
raisins,, chopped peanuts, oat- 
meal, honey and/or sugar. The 
birds arc not fussy about a con- 
tainer 
for 
this either, a 


grapefruit half with the pulp 
removed, half a rubber ball, 
margarine containers, coconut 
shell or even a filled pine cone 
can be used. 


FRUIT 


Over ripened fruit or un- 


saleable fruit from the store will 
bo eaten by the birds if cut up, 
in the winter add suet lo apples, 
oranges,- grapefruit, grapes, 
bananas or tomatoes. Orioles 
arc particularly fond of oranges. 


LIVE INSECT FOOD 


The best arc mealworms and 


ant eggs. Serve the mealworms 
in a fairly deep dish (round) so 
that they can not escape. 


CHRISTMAS TREE 


Decorate your Christinas tree 


with some things that the birds 
can eat and when you arc 
finished with it give it 'to the 
birds and maybe add a few 
more goodies. String popcorn 
and cranberries and/or raisins, 
decorated cookies, pine cones 
filled with peanut butter mix or 
suet-seed mix arid stale ddnuts. 


PEANUT BUTTER MIX 


Do not feed birds plain peanut 


butter because it can actually 
kill small birds. Mix it in equal

mass mailings by businesses in 
advance of the Dec. 28 increase 
in postal rates. The cost of 
mailing a first class letter is 
scheduled to increase from 10 
cents to 13 cents. 


"All 
of the big mailers are 


going to throw in their stuff 
before that new rate increase 
comes in and it could conceiva- 
bly jam up the mails" very 
badly," said Henry Cooper, 
executive director of the Na- 
tional Association of Greeting 
Card Publishers. ' 


But a Postal Service spokes- 


man said, "We think we. have 
anticipated 
every 
possible 


problem and post offices will be 
cleared of all mail on Christmas 
Eve." 


Deputy Postmaster General 


W.F. Bolger this month ordered 
"substantial reductions in the 
amount of overtime used for the 
''distribution and delivery of 
mail" because of the Postal 
Service's deficit, currently run- 
ning at $7 million a day. 


His letter to regional postal

rains were the biggest fire 
fighter we had," said one weary 
fireman as two brush fires that 
had raged-in the hills north and 
east of Los Angeles were con- 
tained.

$17.5 million damage, drove 
5,600 persons from their homes 
and created the danger .of 
flooding from winter storms. 


Mop-up operations continued 


today, bill all but a few of the 
thousands of fire fighters who 
struggled with the blazes in the 
San Gabriel Mountains had gone 
home. 


Officials declared the fires 


contained Thursday night after 
a cold front swept a quarter inch 
of rain into the area. 


"We had planned three hard 


days for mop-up operations, but 
the rains did it in 20 minutes," 


' said Dave Waite, a U.S. Forest 


Service official. 
"The 
rains 


were the biggest fire fighter we 
had." 


The fires, one in the northern 


foothills above Los Angeles, the • 
other 20 miles to the cast above 
the San Gabriel Valley, burned 
mostly through timber lands 
and brush covered hills. They 
blanketed the city with smoke 
by day, and tinted the night sky 
with an orange glow. 


Watershed damage to . the 


now-denuded 
hillsides 
was 


pegged at about $17 million. The 
40-odd structures damaged or 
destroyed by the fires added 
another $500,000 to the total bill. 


Forest Service costs in fight- 


ing the blazes were estimated at 
more than $1.5 million. Costs 
incurred by the Los Angeles city 
and county fire departments 
have not been determined. 


With the fires contained, of- 


ficials looked to the approaching 


winter storm season. Heavy 
rains frequently have brought 
floods and mudslides' after 
brush fires in Southern Califor- 
nia.

government said today its index 
of leading economic indicators 
declined in October for the 
second month in a row, pointing 
to a possible new slowdown in 
the economy.. 


The Index dropped five-tenths 


of a per cent last month, com- 
pared with a one-tenth of a per 
cent decline in September. 
Prior to September, the index 
'had increased for six consecu- 
tive months. 


The index is considered a 


barometer of future economic 
activity, and declines over 
several months arc supposed to 
point to downturns in the 
economy, just as increases are 
supposed 
to 
signal 


improvement. 


The Commerce Department 


said four of 11 indicators in the 
index declined in October. The 
drops were registered in total 
liquid assets, net business for- 
mation, money balance In 1967 
dollars and building permits. 


Five indicators increased — 


sales deliveries, sensitive price 
changes, orders for plant and 
equipment, stock prices, and 
new sales orders.

Jewish celebration of Hanukkah 
coming this year almost a 
month ahead of Christmas, a 
rabbi says Jews will have to put 
their beliefs on the line. 


"There can be no camoflaging 


a gift in late December as a 
Hanukkah gift," says Rabbi 
Victor Zwelling of Temple B'nai 
Raphael.."Families will have to 
take, a stand and say Christmas 
is not our holiday.". 


Tonight, Jews throughout the 


world light the first of eight 
candles to commemorate the 
liberation of the Maccabees' 
temple in Jerusalem from the 
Syrian-Greek rulers in 180 B.C. 


Rabbi 
dwelling said 
the 


holiday is a reaffirmation of 
Judaism and a protest against 
assimilation. 


But many Jewish families — 


saying Christmas trees have no 
religious significance — often 
set up the trees, which they 
jokingly refer to as a Hanukkah 
bush, and exchange gifts on 
Dec. 25. 


"This is an insult to the

SAN FRANCISCO (AP) — For the first time since becoming 
president, Gerald R. Ford trails two possible Democratic 
presidential contenders — Sen. Edward M. Kennedy and Califor­ 
nia Gov. Edmund G. Brown Jr., a statewide public opinion poll in 
California shows. 
Both Democrats have said they are not candidates for their 
party’s presidential nomination. 
“Mr. Ford now trails both of these men by decisive margins,” 
pollster Mervin Field said today. 
Field said that in a sampling of registered voters earlier this 
month, the Massachusetts senator, who had trailed Ford by six 
percentage points last May, is now ahead of the President by 10 
points — 52-42 with 6 per cent undecided. 
Brown, who enjoys strong bipartisan support in the state, ran 
seven percentage points ahead of Ford — 4942 with 9 per cvnt 
undecided — Field said. The poll never before tested Brown in a

WASHINGTON (AP) - The 
govemment said today its index 
of leading economic indicators 
dwlined in October for the 
second month in a row, i>ointing 
to a possible new slowdown in 
the economy.
